The whole number of votes cast for the 
proposition of selling ‘‘the old Social Center 
property at 429 North Cedar Street, de- 
scribed as the South 100 feet of the East 
192 feet of Lot 6, Block 246, City of 
Lansing, and also the North one-half of 
the East 192 feet of Lot 7, Block 246, 
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except the West 3 rods of the South 3 rods 
reserving to the City of Lansing the South 
twelve feet thereof for driveway purposes, 
and also reserving a water main easement 
to maintain a water pipeline over a parcel 
ten feet in width centered about existing 
pipeline located 29 feet from the South 
boundary line?” was 18,754, of which 
12,700 votes were cast in favor of the 
proposition, and 6,054 votes were cast 
against the proposition.
